The Minor Ntntes of Italy. 


^Ve present th-i fallowing sketch of tht 


minor Elates of Italy, in conaection witli 
our previous mention of Sardinia, to com- 
plete the 
i ioture of a country 
wliicli 


promises to be til? greatest battle-field ol 
the present century : 


The duchy of Tuscany was founded in the 


year 1530. 
The family of the Medici, at 


Florence, the capital of the duchy who had 
formerly held almost undisputed sway over 
the turbulent Florentines, had been ex- 
pelied. 
Giulio de Medici, who had been 


elected Pope under the title ofC.ement 


1 VII, and had, dutin;r all the wars of Italy, 


intrigued for the restoration of his familj 
to power, solicited and~obtaine.i the aid o! 
the Emperor Charles V in carrying out this 
project. 
An army of 40,000 men was sent 


to take po-session of F.orence. The citi- 
zens, heroically defended their city for 
nearly twelve months ;' but at last famine, 
pestilence aud treachery, compelled them 
to ) ield. Florence copulated on honorable 
terms, wt.ich were snanielessly violated. 
The republican champions were exiled or 
put to death, Alessandro de Medici was 
made Duke of Tuscany, and the republic of 
Florence was suppressed. 
Alessandro de 


Medici was assassinated in 1537,and Cosmo 
I, a collateral branch of the Medici family, 
succeedtd him. This prince was decorated 
with the title of Grand Duke of Tuscany 
by Pope Pius V, in 1569, a title which his 
successors have ever since retained. The 
reign of Cosmo was stained wilh perfidy 
and cruelty. He himself stabbed one of 
his own sons in the arms of his moth-jr, 
.UFs sou arid~suceessbr,~ I<"?uifcesco^ surpass 
ed him in atrocity and licentiousness. 11 
took inlo his pay the most, expert assass 


jns, and sent them to murder his enemie 
wherever they could he fond. 
It is sa 


that lew escaped when once donmied 
I 


the Duke, for, if they fled, these v/retche 
tracked them into distant lands and 
in 


complished their murder, after the lapse a 


grass, it will he adding to the influence o1 


Austria. 


Parma, as a fief of thc empire, was given 


by the Emperor Maximlian, of Germany, 
lo Pope Julius' II. 
Popu Paul III made it 


into a duchy for his son, I'ietro Luigi- 
Vorni-se, in 1043, and it was confirmed to 
•the family by Philip II. of Spain, m return 
for the military services of the famous 
Alejandro t'arneso, Frii.cc of Parma, the 


j most eminent general of Im nge. 
The 


successors of Ales°amlru were distinguished 
for their indolence and aviricc, <ind under 
their sway the duchy sunk to rte'-ay. The 
Fame a family was itself decaying, and 
the treaty of the quadruple alliance, ir. 
1718, in anticip:itiua of the extinction of 
the lino, stipulated that tlit Dirhy of Par- 
ma, witli Piacenza, should lie regarded as 
a mali-lief of the empire, and that Don 
Carlos, son of the King of Spain, l.y 
Elizabeth Farnese, should succeed to it on 
the decease of the then duke without heirs. 
Antonio, the last of the Farnese, died in 
1731, and Carlos became duke. After the 
war of the Polish election, the duchy wa=, 
in 1735, given to Charles VI, Emperor of 
Germany, in exchange for Naples and 
Sicily.

utter inngnilicance. In 1805 it was unit- 
ed by Napoleon to the French Empire. 
In 1814 it \rnBpnaailed to his wife, Maria 
Lcuisa, Archduchess of Austria. In 1817 
it was arranged between Ausiria and Spain 
that, on her death, 
the duchy of Parma 


should go to the dire3t male descendants 
of the queeuof Etruria, and that in default 
of them it should revert to Austria; also 
that Piacenza should then be united to 
Sardinia. In pursuance of this arrange- 
men', on the death of Maria Louisa in 
1847, Charles II, duke of Lucca, became 
duke of Parma an'l Piacenza, he giving up 


iucca lo Tuscany. 
After this chopping 


and changing he held the duchy for a short 
imo, and then (in 1840) abdicated in fa- 
vor of his son, Charles III. This prince 
was assassinated in March 1854, and the 
present du'ce, Robert, a minor, is his son ; 
the government is adminsstered by the 
regent, his mother, Louise, daughter ofthe 
.duke deUerri, a Bourbon.
